it concerns all Officers to he wary what they do, Jeft 
they be call'd toan Account hereafter on Actions of 
falſe Impriſonments. In which caſe a Juſtices Warrant, |. 
unleſs Warranted by the Ak, will be no ſufficient Plea. 
Some ether particulars there are, fit to be ſpcken to, 
and an Objection or two, thongh of no great weight, 
to be Anſwer'd—But theſe ſhall ſerve for a Third Courſe;
